Tho 
wind lulled in tho ca'-Jy morning, nud 
nt 0 a. m. p;mio porno of tho most ter- 
rible chan^c-i of wi:i I, tV deadliest 
bqualls und most Un-riiJobl'ivini,-; £ i vor 
felt. Down came ail the wjrosi in tho 
main street; over vu lit half n dozen 
uipas on ouo side of us cr:;<k, bang, 
broke off some great vi.iiBr.sblo trees. 
Tlio struct was a mass of wreckage as 
fur as wo could see, und io\f eigus of 
life woro visible. 


All tho rest of tho day tho winds 


blew most fiercely, bft vo could see 
that tho center of tho tyi,uc >n v.u> pass 
ing oft to the norlh'.vi- i. I t'allind out 
iu the afternoon and !'.::•.>-.; .H! to keep 
nloDg behind tho unu-i -s iuid reached 
the tiunota, whero all tho l.i-nps bent 
their head-,, with broi.i'ii Kl«-.s, 
and 


whero tho huge wavei -\ver,: flying far 
up into tho air as they dashed againbt 
tho sea wall. Tho clumps of fibbing nnd 
bathing houses woro bi tiered iu pieces, 
Hurt Hiosa which wori-i't minus roofs 
and tides woro washed up into the road 
;w more driftwood. Ths natives wero 
out grabbing log.1,, whilo tJiofisljrrmon's 
families woro crouching behind a stone 
wall watching their wrecked "barns" 
and wore tutting on their saucepans, 
furniture and babies to keep thorn from 
tailing skyward.
